Wilson emphasized the econo- 
mies were to be effected by a 
general tightening up of activi- 
ties throughout the vast defense 
establishment and not by any ma- 
terial curtailment of programs or 
change in national defense policy.

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The Governors Point 
In Many Directions 


Southern governors, in not-so-seldom 
conference at Point Clear, Ala., are point- 
ing in many different political directions. 
But being at Point Clear did not help 
too much. They are not pointing clearly. 

Gov. Marvin Griffin, of Georgia, sees 
a South solid for the Democrats—and 
backing a conservative liberal. 

Gov. McKeldin, a Republican, of Mary- 
lend. sees the area as “receptive” to the 
GOP. 

Gov. Shivers, of Texas, who is sulking 
in a tent of his own creation, still wants 
to be a Democrat if they will allow him, 
and him alone, to pick the candidate. He 
must conform absolutely ‘to the Shivers 
pattern. Any departure, even by so small 
a measure as a jot, will cause Mr. Shivers 
to depart 

The South Carolinians, as usual, talk 
of a third, impotent, splinter party. 

It is important for the South to un- 
derstand one thing—and this is that 
neither the Republican nor Democratic 
conventions will provide a platform which 
will please all the South. The complex 
racial problem, which plagues the French 
ir North Africa, the British in the Kenya 
territory and in South Africa, is also our 
problem. It is, because of population, more 
directly the South’s problem, but it is 
rational in aspect and application. It is 
equally international, being influential 
in all Asia. 

Extremists on both sides aggravate 
that problem—as they did in the years 
before 1861. Today some extremists seek 
to equate any person, minister or lay- 
man who seeks to work, or who has 
worked, with the problem as a muddle- 
headed “do-gooder,” or as a person with 
Communist leanings. That is unfortunate 
and dangerous. We trust that ministers 
and laymen will continue to work with 
legitimate organizations so that the per- 
sons of extreme views will not bring on 
chaos and disorder. 

This problem, in all its aspects, eco- 
nomic and social, is an integral part of 
our political picture. That is why there 
is not much clear pointing at Point Clear, 
Ala. There just can’t be any as of now. 

That is why, too, Adlai Stevenson be- 
comes more and more of a sound candi- 
date. It now is being recognized that he 
ran a conservative middle-of-the-road 
race in 1952. He is today the soundest 
and most conservative candidate before 
the Southern governors. Which appar- 
ently is what Gov. Griffin had in mind, 
although he named no names. 

There will be a lot of pointing—all 
over the nation. And that’s good. But it 
will be a long time before there can be 
any pointing which is clear on all the 
complex and emotional problems which 
beset us.

The Bootleg Crackdown 
Continues With Vigor 


Judging by news releases, the most 
active people in Georgia are the alcohol 
tax agents of the State Department of 
Revenue. 

Each weekend sees the announcement 
of a new drive against the manufacturers 
and distributors of nontaxpaid whiskey. 
This last weekend, 97 persons in 37 coun- 
ties were arrested for allegedly violating 
state laws concerning the manufacture 
and sale of bootleg whiskey. Nearly 70 
stills were destroyed along with 454 gal- 
lons o: liquor and 34,375 gallons of mash. 

The week's score was typical of the 
continuing series of raids. The cumula- 
tive effect by now must be enormous. 

As a predominantly dry state, Georgia 
also is one of the most active bootleg 
states, for people seldom drink as they 
vote. Adding to Georgia’s attraction as a 
place where nontaxpaid whiskey is sold 
is the high tax on legal whiskey which 
places it out of the reach of many. 

The state’s crackdown on bootlegging 
is very commendable, provided that the 
courts back it up with discouragingly stiff 
sentences for those found guilty. Boot- 
leg whiskey costs the state money in 
lost revenue in addition to the damage 
it does to the brains and bodies of those 
citizens who drink it,

French Should Learn 


The Lesson of Bao Dai 


France seems about to get rid of one 
of its most troublesome problems in the 
person \of Bao Dai, exiled emperor of 
Indochina. The playboy monarch, who 
can be credited with much of the losses 
of France and Indochina to the Commu- 
nists, is about to be permanently deposed 
as head of what is left of his former 
empire. 

From Paris Tuesday, Bao Dai an- 
nounced that he had “fired” South Viet 
Nam Premier Ngo Dinh Diem. It appears 
that his action comes a little late. Diem, 
who has managed to hold together what is

left of Indochina after the Communist 
partition, had already called an election 
for Sunday in which the people them- 
selves will decide the issue. 

Observers predict that the Vietnamese 
will vote to depose Bao Dai by an over- 
whelming majority. 

All of which points to the woes of the 
unhappy French. They held on to Bao 
Dai as puppet emperor long after his use- 
fulness had ceased. Because they did, the 
French and the Indochinese government 
were deserted by the people. The situation 
made it easy for the Communists to move 
in and we know the result. 

France has been slow to learn but the 
lessons of Indochina could well be applied 
to North Africa before it is too late.

Mr. Reuther Foresees 


A New Era On the Way 


The millenium is in sight for those of 
us who toil for a living, according to Wal- 
ter P. Reuther, president of the Congress 
of Industrial Organizations. 

Speaking in Washington, Mr. Reuther 
foresaw the day, perhaps within 10 years, 
when man will work only four days a 
week and devote the others to recreation, 
rest or self-improvement. All this will be 
made possible by automation, technical 
advances that have increased productivity 
enormously, while demanding less and less 
effort and time from human beings. 


Mr. Reuther talked before the Joint 
Committee on the Economic Report which 
is studying the impact of automation on 
the economy and social structure. 

Barring a cataclysm, the world is 
headed for a period of prosperity and 
plenty that drowns the imagination. It 
seems to be approaching the stage where 
there is practically no limit to the goods 
that can be manufactured and, once dis- 
tribution problems are solved, no limit to 
the goods that the nearly 3,000,000,000 
people on this globe can absorb. 

It appears that there will be pie in the 
sky after all, and in the not so distant 
future at that.

State Gave Uncle Sam 


Value for His Money 


Georgians last year paid $660,699,000 
in federal taxes, says a report from the 
U.S. Department of Commerce. 

That’s a lot of money in anybody’s 
language. But if it is of any comfort to 
those who paid it, Uncle Sam spent almost 
$200,000,000 more in the state than it 
took out. To be exact, the report says, 
cost to the federal government in conduct- 
ing programs within the state totalled an 
estimated $846,392,000. 

Georgia got back more money, in fact, 
than any state in the Southeast. 

Very little of the money was in the 
“charity” category. It paid for goods and 
services that Georgia could supply and in- 
cluded $494,000,000 in salaries and wages 
for civilian workers and members of the 
armed forces in the state. The huge mili- 
tary installations at Fort Benning and 
elsewhere accounted for the bulk of it. 

In addition, the government purchased 
$170,105,000 in goods and services to ad- 
vance the defense program. Included, of 
course, would be the aircraft manufac- 
tured at the Lockheed plant in Marietta. 

In other programs, the United States 
sent back $6,640,000 to improve farming 
practices, $63,598,000 to conduct various 
federal-state cooperative operations such 
as public welfare and $102,049,000 in vet- 
erans’ programs. 

Although they do not ease the feelings 
of individual taxpayers, these figures do 
offer a little aid and comfort. And it is 
interesting to note that Uncle Sam got his 
money's worth in Georgia goods and 
services.

Historians Anticipate 
This Valet’s Memoirs 


Hitler’s valet reportedly has been of- 
fered $100,000 for his memoirs by a Lon- 
don firm which will publish them in book 
form. 

The valet, Heinz Linge, served the 
German leader during the last 10 years 
of his life. This period included a time 
when he was at the peak of his power, 
his decline, the collapse of the German 
armies and the dramatic, catastrophic end. 

According to the old cliche, no man is 
a hero to his valet, and the powerful 
Hitler probably was no exception to the 
rule. 

Regrettably, the average man knows 
too little of the great heroes and villains 
of history. Books sketch them in broad 
outline, but seldom do they come alive 
as human beings. 

But a valet’s- view of Hitler, detail- 
ing all the little things that seldom get 
into standard biographies, ought to be a 
nearly immortal footnote to history. 
Here's hoping that Heinz Linge is as good 
a reporter as he was a valet.

Pulse of the Public 
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‘U.N. Could Work Out World Peace Plans 
If Nations Agree To Stop Further Arming’ 


Conyers—There seems to be a 
serious intent among the nations 
of the world to reach some agree- 
ment on world peace and dis- 
armament. The chief difficulty 
seems to be the development of 
a starting point. Disarmament 
presents a complicated field and 
is subject to many variations for 
enforcement. 

I have in mind a procedure 
that looks on the face of it a 
much simpler way to halt the 
armament-building race. On the 
presumption that the relative 
armament strength of each nation 
is as nearly balanced now as it 
ever will be, have all nations 
agree that no furthur appropri- 
ations shall be made for the 
building of war armaments. To 
stop appropriations would not be 
a complicated procedure. 

Under such conditions the 
United Nations would have a 
perfect situation to work out a 
world peace that is the dream 
of every national patriot and 
every humanitarian.

W ASHINGTON—Vice President Nixon is now 
making a conscious effort to modify his reputa- 
tion as a fiercely partisan and highly controversial

than divide the country. 

His speech in New York Monday 
night illustrates how far he has 
gone toward adopting this advice. 
It was moderate in tone, optimis- 
tic, carefully balanced, entirely de- 
void of partisan attacks and at- 
tentive to the sensitivities of both 
the allies and the neutrals. 

In the past, Mr Nixon has ap- 
peared in public as the leader of 
his partys political attacks on 
the Democrats, as the point of 
contact between the Right and Left 
wings of the Republican Party and 
at times as the most outspoken 
anti-Comrrunist in the President's 
official family. 

lie has always praised Secre- 
iary of State Dulles, as he did 
before the Herald Tribune forum 
Monday night, but last year he 
was asking: “Isn't it wonderful 
that finally we have a secretary of 
state who isn’t taken in by the 
Communists .. .?” 

There were no such remarks Mon- 
day night. In fact, he went out of his 
way to praise the Democratic ma- 
jority leader, Sen. Lyndon John- 
son of Texas, and the Democratic 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, Walter 
(George of Georgia, for their “‘mag- 
nificent’”” support in the foreign 
volicy field during the last session 
of Congress. 

There was no boasts Monday 
night about the administration seiz- 
ing the ‘‘initiative’’ from the Com- 


munists, no charges that the Demo- 
crats had “lost China’’ and there- 
by produced the difficulties in Ko- 
rea and Incochina; no belligerent 
provocations of the Communists; 
no catalogues of things Moscow 
must do to prove the “‘Spirit of 
Geneva’; no exhortations about 
what the United States must do 
to save Indochina; no demands 
that the neutrals must be for us 
Or against us. 

The man who was calling for 
American intervention in Indo- 
china last year was saying instead: 
“We must at all costs avoid the 
bluster which might blunder us 
into war.” 

Until Monday it was not unusual 
for him to appear before great 
audiences with a few typewritten 
notes, for he regarded many of 
those speeches as unimportant po- 
litical tracts delivered primarily 
for the few hundred people in the 
room. 

He was apparently aware Mon- 
day, however, that his remarks 
would be studied much more care- 
fully, not only in New York and in 
the mation but by officials all over 
the world. Consequently, his re 
marks were clearly weighed more 
carefully than in the past. 

In short, the illness of the Presi- 
dent has forced a change. As noted 
in these columns before, this was 
developing even before Mr. Eisen- 
tower was stricken, but the pres- 
sure 1S nov on.

Southern Governors 


Unite for Election 


POINT CLEAR, Ala.—The rebellion in the South 
against the Democratic Party obviously reached its 
peak in the 1952 Eisenhower upheaval: for it 


I could hear distinctly the radio 
beam. Even though the pilot could 
not see 30 feet ahead, that invisible 
beam guided him straight to his 
field. He had no fear of getting 
lost. 

It is fascinating to study the mi- 
gration of birds. Take, for ex- 
ample, the Pacific Golden Plover.

Before the young ones are old 
enough to fly great distances, the 
old birds desert them and fly far 
away to the Hawaiian Islands. 

One day these birds rise into 
the sky and set their course out 
over the Pacific. They have never 
made that journey before, yet un- 
erringly they fly straight to those 
tiny specks in the Pacific. 

How do you explain the flight 
of thosé birds? Surely God has 
provided for those birds something 
akin to our radio beams—some- 
thing they can follow without get- 
ting lost. And I firmly believe God 
has made the same provisions for 
mankind, When our lives are in 
harmony with His will, even 
though we cannot see the way 
ahead, we have an_ instinctive 
sense of the right direction and, 
with courage and confidence, we 
move steadily ahead through life, 
without any fear of getting lost, 
knowing that through the storms 
and uncertainties, we shall come 
to the right place at last. 


plainly is subsiding now as Southern political leaders look forward and 
make plans for another presidential election next year. 


How the spirit of revolt has 
broken is the outstanding impres- 
sion, politically, of the attitudes 
among the overwhelming majori- 
tv of the 14 Democratic governors 
at the annual Southern Governors’ 
Conference in this Mobile Bay re- 
sort center. 


The influences that have dissi- 
pated the rebellion are embodied 
partly in the Eisenhower admin- 
istration and its policies that af.- 
fect the South and partly in the be- 
hef generally accepted here that 
the President will not run for a 
second term. 


Like Democrats elsewhere, the 
Southern party leaders are much 
more confident now of victory. 
Like other Democrats elsewhere. 
the Southern leaders recognized 
the psychological hazard in the 
popular symbol of ‘Ike. And, 
with prospects uf victory bright- 
ened, the inclination of party lead- 
ers is to try to work together to 
try to assure success and garner 
the fruits that come from control 
of the government, 


It is the opinion generally 
among Southern Democratic gov- 
ernors that no other Republican 
can get anything like the wide sup- 
port among Democrats in the 
South that was attested by ballot 
for Gen, Eisenhower in 1952 and 


Still exists there in affection and 
admiration for the President. 

With the President out as a cane 
didate, the emphasis — or so Dem- 
ocratic governors here view it — 
will naturally shift to issues. 

As for issues, lewered farm in- 
come was cited as pre-eminent in 
the South by Democratic gover- 
nors here who said the people 
blamed the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration and Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Ezra Taft Benson. Also cited, 
as potent in some areas of the 
Seuth, Tennessee in particular, 
was the antagonism of the admin- 
istration toward public power as 
exemplified most dramatically in 
TVA and the Dixon-Yates deal. 

As for the big issue that has split 
the Democratic Farty in the last 
two presidential elections — civil 
rights for Negroes voted in the Su- 
Preme Court’s decision banning 
Segregation in public schools — it

There is more than one reason 
for stopping to ask, ‘‘Is, this letter

The expense of handling a piece 
of government correspondence— 
including unnecessary letters an 
unthinking taxpayer might write— | 
does not stop with the cost of the 
time it takes to answer it. 

The letter or form or memoran- 
dum must be filed and refiled and 
stored away. It requires, literally, 
an act of Congress to get rid of the 
paper once it is in government 
hands

stored falls to the Archives and, 
Records division of General Serv- 
ices Administration.

There’s so much truth in what she said I often wonder why 
all merchants aren’t mindful of the potential market they have 
in children and don’t treat them better. They say women do 80 
or 90 per cent of the buying in this country, but I wonder if the 
statisticians bothered to check the times when Mama fishes the 
money out of her purse and sends the children to pick up the 
dry cleaning or something for dinner at the grocery store. 


In our family a great deal of the shopping is done by the 
children, and they have decided views about where they take their 
business. Their memories are long and they haven't forgotten the 
places where they were received cordially when they were kin- 
dergarteners with little to spend. 


The baker who’ always found a luscious tidbit they could 
buy when all they had was a penny is their friend for life. 
He treated them and their l-cent shopping with the same digni- 
fied courtesy that he gave the lady who ran a boarding house 
and bought bread and cakes by the dozen. Even when they were 
just-looking-thanks they were welcome in his shop. 


**He didn’t always give us a cookie,”’ one of them reminisced 
the other day. ‘“‘But if it was cold walking home from school he 
let us stop and get warm and smell the good smells. And usually 
he gave us a cookie or a hot roll.’’ 


Memory of that warmth and friendliness has made them de- 
voted customers for life. The same is true of the drugstore 
where they stopped to cool under the fan on warm spring after- 
noons, to sip the free ice water and to dip surreptitiously into the 
comic books.

The International Club of the YWCA has cooked up a cook- 
book with foreign recipes that couldn't be more authentic 
Mrs. George Douglas of 2545 Potomac Ave., NE, adviser to 
the club, originated the idea.

So what happened? 


The site of that new city hall 
was at the northwest corner of 
Marietta and Forsyth Sts. — the 


site of the newly erected Fulton 
National Bank Building. 

This lot has watched a lot of 
history as it happened. 

Back before 1847, when Atlanta 
was first incorporated, there was 
a small cluster of stores called 
Marthasville around what is now 
Five Points. A citizen named 
-uben Cone then lived on historic 
Lot 64, the new bank site. 

. * * * 

CONE, REPORTEDLY the city’s 
second lawyer, was apparently a 
man with no mean curiosity. He 
built his house so close to the 
Marietta Street edge of his lot 
that his porch was nearly on the 
street itself. This was, he said, so 
that he could see what was going 
on “up town’’—that at Wash 
Collier's Corner, now known as 
Five Points. 

He would sit on his porch and 
watch the people as they hitched 
their horses, visited and bought 
what they needed. A bunch of trees 
beside the road eventually grew 
so large that it obscured Cone’s 
view of Wash Collier’s store. 

This was just too much. Cone 
sent out one of his slaves to cut 
down the trees. After the trees 
were gone, people began to use 
the ground on which they had 
grown as part of the road. Today, 
for this reason, Marietta Street is 
downtown Atlanta’s widest street. 
es 

BUT PERHAPS Lot 64's greatest 
value, historically speaking, has 
been in the line of government. 
It has been the location of the 
post office and customs house 
and, Jater, the city hal. - 

An act of the Legislature ap- 
proved the purchase of the lot for 
the erection of a U.S. post office 
and customs house. The mayor and 
council had already bought the lot 
for $50,000 the year before. 

The new site was deeded to the 
government free of cost. Soon a 
brick and stone building was erect- 
ed. It served its original purpose 
until 1910, when the federal gov- 
ernment decided to move a block 
down Forsyth Street to the corner 
of Walton. 

Then the city, meeding a new 
city hall, began to figure how they 
could get back from the, govern- 
ment the land they had given away 
some 35 years earlier.
